Section 1. Consumption requirements for 1940.—It is hereby de- 
termined, pursuant to section 201 of the Sugar Act of 1937 (hereinafter 
referred to as the “‘act’”’), that the amount of sugar needed to meet the 
requirements of consumers in the continental United States for the 
calendar year 1940 is 6,725,100 short tons of sugar, raw value.
